1 . IN TWO LETTERS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF DEFENSE DATED NOVEM- 
BER 13, 1972, THE AIR ATTACHE OF URUGUAY EMBASSY HERE 
REQUESTED THAT FY71 FOREIGN MILITARY SALES CREDIT BE USED 
FOR C-47 AIRCRAFT SPARE PARTS, AND THAT FY72 FMS CREDIT BE 
USED FOR FLIGHT JACKETS AND COVERALLS. 

2. ON NOVEMBER 30, 1972, THE DEPARTMENT DISAPPROVED THIS 
REQUEST BECAUSE OF USG POLICY NOT TO PROVIDE FMS CREDIT 
FOR CONSUMABLES OR SPARE PARTS WHICH HAVE A UTILITY EXPEC- 
TANCY OF LESS THAN THE PROJECTED PERIOD OF THE CREDIT, 

EIGHT YEARS. 
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3. ON APRIL 9 AMBASSADOR LUISI VISITED DEPARTMENT AND RE- 
QUESTED THAT WE REEXAMINE THE REQUEST. WE SAID THAT WE 
WOULD, BUT EXPLAINED OUR POLICY ON CONSUMABLES AND SPARE 
PARTS, AND ASKED HIM TO INFORM THE GOU THAT IF A RENEWED 
REQUEST WERE TO BE MADE, IT SHOULD BE THROUGH OUR EMBASSY 
IN MONTEVIDEO. 

4. IF GOU RAISES THIS MATTER WITH EMBASSY, YOU MAY 
REITERATE POLICY. IN VIEW OF OUR EARLIER DECISION ON 
FIELD JACKETS WE ARE WILLING TO APPROVE THE RELATIVELY 
SMALL ADDITIONAL AMOUNT FOR FLYING JACKETS AS WELL. WE 
MIY AGAINST ISRAEL. 

JACOVIDES ( CYPRUS) TOLD BENNETT SC RES SUITED CYPRIOT NEEDS 
ADMIRABLY, WITHOUT CYPRUS HAVING TO GET INTO MATTER, AND 
REFERENCE IN DEBATE TO NICOSIA INCIDENT HAD BEEN USEFUL TO GOC. 

HE ACKNOWLEDGED CYPRUS STRADDLED TERRORISM ISSUE AT 27 TH GA 
BECAUSE OF DESIRE NOT GET OUT OF STEP WITH NON- ALIGNEDS. 

BENNETT COMMENTED TENDENCY OF NON- ALIGNED TO VOTE 

TOGETHER WITHOUT REGARD FOR SUBSTANCE OF SPECIFIC ITEM 

WAS UNPROMISING DEVELOPMENT AND NOT LIKELY ENHANCE UN' S 

REPUTATION AS SERIOUS BODY. JACOVIDES BELIEVED DRIVE FOR SOLIDARITY 

COULD BE KEPT REASONABLY UNDER CONTROL BECAUSE 

OF BASIC DIFFERENCES AMONG NON- ALIGNED. HE ADMITTED ARABS 

LED AFRICANS AROUND BY NOSE ON TERRORISM ISSUE AT 27 TH

JACOVIDES ( CYPRUS ASKED ABOUT ANY NEW DEVELOPMENTS ON CYPRUS 
PEACEKEEPING LIKELY AFFECT JUNE SC MEETING. AFTER BENNETT 
COMMENTED ON INTEREST OF VAROUS CONTRIBUTORES IN TAKING 
HARD LOOK AT UNFICYP WITH VIEW TO MAKING IT MORE EFFICIENT AND 
ECONOMICAL, JACOVIDES SAID GOC WOULD NOT OBJECT TO SEARCHING 
LOOK AT SIZE AND COMPOSITION OR TO REDUCTION IF STUDY INDICATED 
ITS DESIRABILITY, BUT HE DID NOT FAVOR TERMINATING FORCE AT THIS
